Examiners must complete an Interview Summary Form for each interview held where a matter of substance has been discussed dunng ttie 
interview by checking the appropriate boxes and filling in the blanks. Discussions regarding only procedural matters, directed solely to restnction 
requirements for which interview recordation is otherwise provided for in Section 81 2.01 of the Manual of Patent Examining Procedure, or pointing 
out typographical errors or unreadable script in Office actions or the like, are excluded from the interview recordation procedures below. Where the 
substance of an interview is completely recorded in an Examiners Amendment, no separate Interview Summary Record is required. 

The Interview Summary Forni shall be given an appropriate Paper No., placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the 
"Contents" section of the file wrapper. In a personal interview, a duplicate of the Fomn is given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicant's Representative called to inquire about the title of the 
application on the Notice of Allowability. The title of the application had been amended on 18 March 2002, yet the 
Notice of Allowability did not show this amendment. The Examiner confirmed the amended and agreed to sending out 
a supplemental Notice of Allowability correcting this defect. Applicanfs Representative also inquired about changing 
the claimed range of the ZnO content as to how it was originally filed since the amendment to the claimed range was 
made in error. The Examiner stated that the prosecution that resulted in the allowance of this case was based on the 
claimed range as presented in the March 2003 amendments and the December 2003 after-final amendment and that 
prosecution of the case is closed. 
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
